BERLIN, Feb, 25.—The German forces have 
s after an engagement with the Russians. 


The Germans have also 


captured Pskov, about 160 miles southwest of Petrograd. 
This announcement is made in the official report from General 


headquarters tonight. 


The text reads: 


“The town and fortress of Reval were occupied at 10.30 o’clock 


this morning after a battle. 


“‘Pleskov (Pskov), south of Lake Peipus, is in our hands.”’ 


Reval, capital of the province of 
Usthonia, is a fortified seaport on the 
‘Guif of iFnland, about 230 miles west 
of Petrograd by rail. Prior to the out- 
break of the war large numbers of its 
population of nearly 100,000 were Ger- 
mans. The town did a large export 
business before the war, chiefly of 
grain, timber, flax, hides, wool and 
hemp, its aggregate trade averaging 
well above $30,000,000 annually, The 
old imperial palace built by Peter the 
Great still stands in the town, The 
town of Pskov, in German known as 
Pleskov, is the capital of the gov- 
ernment of the same name, It has a 
kremlin on a hill and a historic ca- 
thedral. The ruins of numerous rich 
and populous monasteries are still to 
be seen near the town.

LONDON, Feb. 25,—Ensign Kry- 
lenko, the Russian commander-in- 
chief, was shot and slightly wounded 
on Saturday in Petrograd by a §So- 
clalist, according to an Exchange Tel- 
egraph dispatch from Amsterdam, 
Krylenko's wound was in the neck. 
His assailant was arrested. 

The report of the shooting was re- 
ceived in a telegram from German 
sources.

SAYS. GERMAN CHANCELLOR 


Count von Hertling Discusses War Aims Declaration of President 
Wilson and Also Recent Speech of Walter Runciman, Former 
President of British Board of Agriculture. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

AMSTERDAM, Feb, 25.—Speaking 
before the reichstag today, the Im- 
perial German chancellor, Count yon 
Hertling, made this declaration: 

“T can fundamentally agree with 
the four principles. which in Presi- 
dent Wilson’s view must be applied tn 
a mutual exchange of views, and thus 
declare with President Wilson that a 
general peace can be discussed on 
such a basis, 

“Only one reserve need be made in 
this connection: 

“'These principles must not only 
be proposed by the president of the 
United States, but must be recognized 
by all states and all peoples.’ 

“But this goal has not yet been 
reached, There is still no court of 
urbitration established by all the na- 
tions for the preservation of pace tn 
the name of justice, When President 
Wilson incidentally says that the Ger- 
iman chancellor is speaking to the tr.- 
bunal of the entire world, I must de- 
cline this tribunal as prejudisial, joy- 
fully as I would greet It, if an impar- 
tial court of arbitration existed and 
gladly as I would co-operate to vcalize 
such ideals.

OTTAWA, Feb. 25.—An analysis of 
the military vote in the Dominion 
elections polled in France shows a 
total vote of 101,251, ineluding the 
ballots of soldiers rejected in consti- 
tuencies where candidates were not 
endorsed and for other reasons, Of 
the vote cast 88,175 were for govern- 
ment candidates, 6,744 for opposition 
candidates and ballots rejected num- 
bered 6,332. No less than 92,89 per 
cent, of the accepted ballots were 
marked for government candidates.

LARGE MAIN WAS 
NOT USED IN FIRE 
SUNDAY MORN 


Adequate Supply of Water From 
Pumping Station — Booster 
Pumps Not Working 


There .s a great deal of criticism re- 
garding the water pressure at the fire 
On Sunday morning, the streams not 
reaching higher at any time than the 
second story of the four storied Mary- 
land hotel. 

Investigation by The Bulletin Mon- 
day morning revealed the fact that 
between 2 a.m. and 6 a.m. on Sunday 
morning more than two million gal- 
lons of water were pumped from the 
Pumping station and about a million 
more extra during the forenoon. The 
trouble, in the opinion of experts was 
entirely with the booster pumps cou- 
pled on the hydrants. Those who are 
qualified to know assert that no bene- 
fit was obtained from the operation 
of those pumps, owing to the manner 
in which they were operated. It was 
apparent to all present at the fire 
that an equal pressure would. have 
been secured had direct connection 
been made with the hydrants, 

Another fact brought out on Mon- 
day morning has created a good deal 
of comment. Two mains run along 
Jasper avenue, a six-inch on the north 
side and a ten-inch on the south side. 
Hydrants on the south side of the 
street have an eight-inch feed pipe 
while those on the north side have 
only six. It is a fact that on Sunday 
morning the south side hydrants were 
not used at all and the firemen were 
thus without the greater volume of 
water that might have been secured 
had they been utilized, 

This fact was drawn to the atten- 
tion of the firemen early in the fire 
and the reply was that the existence 
of the large main was not known of 
by the men making the coupling. 
About daylight the hose was moved 
to the south side hydrants, 


FIRE MAY HAVE

Wind Driven Ashes Believed to 
Have Got Into Building 
Sills 


An explanation of the cause of the 
|big fire Sunday morning may be 
forthcoming in the presence of a large 


ash can, into which ashes and refuse 
from the hotel we.2 placed, which, the 
police say, stood close to the rear wall 
at the north-east corner of the gar- 
age. Fire from this receptacle, the 
| theory is, with the heavy wind at the 
time, comunicated to the sills and 
sash of the window, which opened 
into the billiard hall and_ bowling 
alley. It then crept up to the ceiling 
and finally made its way to the floor 
of the garage work shon. 

This was soaked with oil and grease 
and smoldered along, the heavy smoke 
settling into the pool room and, when 
this was fully charged, working 
through the bricked-up doorways into 
the basement of the hotel. It is 
known that smoke wili penetrate al- 
most any kind of a partition, even a 
solidly built brick wall, 

The floor of the pool room and the 
walls were of cement so that even a 
dropped cigar or cigarette would have 
done no harm, and the bowling alleys, 
of hard maple, were practically fire- 
proof,

PROHIBITION 
OR NO VICTORY 
SAYS DR. BLAND 


Britain Must First Pay Price, He 
Tells Social Service 


Congress 


“T do not see how God can give the 
victory to England until she is will- 
ing to pay the price of total prohibi- 
tion of the liquor traffic!" declared Dr. 
Salem G. Bland, of Winnipeg, in the 
course of his address on the subject, 
“The World After the War,” at the 
Social Service Congress last night, and 
the audience in the First Baptist 
church who listened to him applauded 
the words with great vigor, 

A few minutes later, Dr. Bland’s 
further declaration that the world 
after the war would be a Socialistic 
world, organized in the great spirit of 
Christian brotherhood and co-opera- 
tion, and that the old conditions of in- 
dividualism were doomed, never to be 
revived, brought more expressions of 
approval. 

Dr. Bland was the final speaker on 
the program, which occupied the 
whole day of the conference, and he 
was listened to with the greatest 
interest and attention by an audience 
that filled the church. The doctor be- 
gan by denying, with emphasis, the 
“dreary” doctrine that the world, after 
the war would settle back into its old 
ways, its old ruts. The heart of the 
people knew that this was not true, 
and could not be true, 

“T can't see in any respect a worse 
world,” he said, excepting that the 
flower of the manhood of the nations 
have perished, and life for this genera- 
tion, at least, will be somber. 

An Ancient Enemy 

“IT see that that ancient, imme- 
morial, unspeakable enemy of the 
human race, the liquor traffic, will 
have been abolished. I am not afraid 
that even poor Russia will go back to 
vodka, France will not go backward. 
I am justified in believing that Eng- 
land, ere long, will Join the nations 
which have grappled with this foe and 
overthrown it, despite ‘indecision and 
reaction. I believe that Lloyd George, 
the greatest statesman England ever 
produced, the greatest man in the 
world today, carries in his heart his 
ancient hatred of the liquor traffic and, 
no matter how his hands are tied, no 
matter what obstacles are put before 
him, he will yet see that the desire 
of his heart is granted. 

“TI don’t see how God can give the 
victory to England until she is will- 
ing to pay the price of abolishing the 
liquor traffic, to pay a price that God 
loves England too well to abate one 
penny of. The tide of war will not 
flow decisively in her favor until pro- 
hibition is enacted in Great Britain.” 

A Warless World 

The world after the war will be a 
“warless world,” said Dr. Bland. Men 
have never declared with such over- 
whelming emphasis, ‘never again!"" as 
they are saying it now. Germany was 
the only country which was not 
ashamed to say it was in favor of war. 
It was a question whether many Ger- 
mans were saying that today. Even 
if the war were stopped now he did not 
believe that the German people would 
prepare for another one. 

The world after the war will be a 
world in which men and women will 
sit side by side in all administration 
of human affairs. In overthrowing 
Germany we will be overthrowing the 
old conception of man’s supremacy in 
its last stronghold. After the war men 
and women will advance side by side, 
each adding distinctive gifts and 
capacities. 

Dr. Bland paid an eloquent tribute 
to women, and the part which 
had played and would play in the 
shaping of the future. ‘We will not 
get rid of graft, inefficiency and 
wastefulness in our national house- 
keeping until we get women into our 
governments,” he declared, 

No Hope Except Soctalism 

Lastly, he declared, the world after 
the war would be a Socialistic world. 
“There is no hope for the world ex- 
cept in Socialism,” he asserted, amid 


applause. There was no outlook or 
suggestion for the future except 
Socialism, There was no movement 


toward better conditions that was not 
an instalment of Socialism. 

It was true that in some cases 
Socialism had fallen into evil hands. 
Not finding a home in the Church, it 
had found a home with those who 
had nothing to do with 
But Socialism was not hostile to the 
Churlh and to religion, no matter what 
some Souilalists might say. “I should 
not like to be judged by all who call 


themselves Christians, or all that call | 


themselves Methodists,"’ remarked the 
doctor, amid laughter. 

“IT honor the athiest if in Socialism 
he sees the face of Jesus,” he went on, 
“I see the face of Jesus. I am a 
Socialist because I am a Christian, 
Socialism is brotherhood. Socialism is 
‘we’ and not ‘I.’ The historian will 
note that this war marked the transi- 
tion from the stupid, wasteful, cruel 
individualistic state to the scientific 
Socialistic state of being.” 

Learned Team Work 

Great Britain, he said, had learned 
“team work.” She had nationalized 
her railways, her mines, her shipping. 
She would not stop, The United States 
would not stop. Where would Canada, 
the slowest, the most unprogressive, 
the most reluctant of the peoples to 
follow this example, be? He believed 


that when she did awake, when she} 


did move forward, when she did get 
into her stride, she would take her 
place with the leaders of the race, 
The other speaker of the evening 
was Mrs, Dr, Clyde McDonald, who 
took the place on the program which 
was to have been filled by Mrs, Arthur 
Murphy, who has gone to Ottawa, 
Mrs. McDonald spoke on the “Chila 
Welfare,” and dwelt on the needs of 
progressive enlightened legislation. 
Alderman Bush occupied the chair,

FAIRLY WELL

Comment on the Conference at 
Ottawa in Relation to the 
National Resources 


Premier Stewart returned yesterday 
from the conference of premiers that 
he has been attending in Ottawa for 
the last two weeks and for which the 
jiegislatures of both British Columbia 
and Alberta were adjourned. Regard- 
ing the result of the conference the 
premier stated tnat so far as concern- 
ed the natural resources question, he 
was fairly well satisfied w.ch the out- 
come. The principal feature of the 
deliberations was greater production 
and the methods for securing it. The 
premier did not consider that there 
Was any better plan among those pro- 
posed than the one employed in; Al- 
berta last year—namely, to haye the 
members of the iegisiature become a 
committee responsible for their own 
ridings, to see that the land was crop- 
ped, . 

Due to the efforts of the premier, 
the machine gun which raised so 
much bad feeling at Drumheller was 
taken away, and he further gave the 
Dominion authorities his opinion that 
the provincial police could handle the 
strike situation there, 

The premier, made himseif a com- 
mittee of one to tell the people, both

PROGRESSED 
AT SLOW RATE 


Guest Who Left on Being Alarmed 
Returned Hour Later for 
His Watch 


Regarding the rate of progress of 
the tire which destroyed the Mary'and 
hotel and the Lines Brake garage on 
Sunday morning, a guest of the hotel 
has given The Bulletin the following 
particulars: 

He heard the alarm of fire about 
1.30 a.m, He left his room, 122 on the 
first floor, without taking time to dress 
fully and carrying most of his cloth- 
ing on his arm. He went down the 
escape ladder at the front of the 
building and crossed Jasper avenue 
to the Carlton cafe. There he secured 
the loan of a pair of shoes and put 
on the clothes he had brought from 
the hotel. He then phoned to a friend 
who lived on 106A avenue, and after 
a time left the cafe and stood on 2nd 
street, near the corner mf Jasper, 
His 
friend dressed and walked from 106A 
avenue to the Carlton cafe. 

After some time spent in search and 
inquiry he found his friend, the hoetl 
guest, watching the fire as above stat- 
ed. In conversation the hotel guest 
informed his friend that he had left 
his watch in his room under the pil- 
low, also his boots and some other 
articles. The two discussed the poss!- 
bility of recovering the watch, with 
the result that they both went up a 
ladder that reached from the street to 
a first floor window. They went to 
room 122 and procured the watch and 
other articles that had been left there 
by the guest in his hurry when he 
first left the hotel. He stated that 
there was not as much smoke in the 
building then as when he first left It 
to go to the Carlton cafe. As the two 
men were leaving room 122 they met 
Inspector Shute and a constable, but 
saw no firemen in the building then 
or at any time 

They believed that it was about 2.30 
or 2.40 a.m, when they camp out of 
the building with the watch and other 
articles they had gone in to secure, 
They state that at the same time they 
were in the building another man 
climbed the ladder to secure some ar- 
ticles from a bed room, including a 
watch, as to finding which some one

HARDEST PLACE 
IN BALL TEAM 


Conclusion Arrived at from An- 
alysis of the American 
League Averages 


What is the most difficult position 
in baseball to play? That's a ques- 
tion that has been asked any number 
of times, but the,worth while answers 
have been few and far between, 

Digging into the dope of the Am- 
erican league fielding averages and 
eliminating the first basemen and 
catchers, who naturally would have 
more opportunities for flelding chan- 
ces, there is only one conclu@ion to 
draw. The answer is “ghortstop,” says | 
a writer in the Kansas City Star, 

The work of the second and thira¢ 
baseman and the outfielders doesn’t} 
begin to compare with that which 
shortstops are called upon to perform. | 
The nearest approach to the dutles 
which fall to the Jot of the shortstops 
is the work of the second baseman, 

American league first basemen were 
credited with 3.241 putouts and 179 
assists in the 1917 season, The catch- 
ers had 5,428 putouts and 1,479 as- 
sists. Then came the shortstops with 
2.424 putouts and 8,698 assists, fol- 
lowed by the second basemen with 2,- 
600 putouts and 2,503 assists, third 
sackers with 1,428 putouts and 2,395 
assists, 

The shortstops were called upon to 
try for 6,476 chances during the Am- 
erican }eogue campaign as against 5,- 
256 for hrs second busemen and 4,067 
for the third sackers, All of the out- 
fielders combined, and that means

Alexander the Great 

History tells us that Alexander the Great was a king of Macedon, 
who conquered the @¢arth, but who cages what history says? The 
really great Alexander the Great is a Nebraska cornhusker who has 
conquered the sluggers of seven National League clubs, he himself 
being most of the eighth. He was born in Elba, which is not the 
place Napoleon beat it from, but a village in Howard county, Ne- 
braska, where Alex was born on Feb, 26, 1887, which makes him 
thirty-one years old today. 

Alexander's father was a pioneer who settled in Nebraska when 
Indians infested that region. Grover Cleveland Alexander spent his 
boyhood on a farm and was known as a champion cornhusker in 
his juvenile days. As he grew older he became desirous of seeing 
the world, so he got a job digging holes for a telephone company at 
$1.50 per day, The big boy got his baseball start in St, Paul, the 
county seat where he now resides, and in 1908 he joined a semi-pro 
club at Central City, Neb., at a salary of fifty dollars a month, The 
next season he breke into league ball with Galesburg, Ill. He was 
drafted by Indianapolis, but a serious injury he had received while 
with Galesburg prevented him from doing his best work, and he 
was turned over to Syracuse in 1910, Alex was strongly recommend- 
ed to the Pirates, and Dreyfuss could have got him for a small sum, 
but passed him up at that time, ‘The Nebraskan hit his stride in 
the Salt City, and in 1911 Philadelphia got him at the drafting price. 
He remained in the City of Brotherly Love for six years, demonstrat- 
ing that he was one of the greatest twirlers of all time, and next 
season the fans will see him operate in the uniform of the Pirates, 
whom he has just joined.,

Eddie Hanlon, A Schoolboy, Fought a Champion 15 Years Ago Today 

Many young boxers of championship caliber have been ruined 
by being forced at too rapid a gait, and Eddie Hanlon was a notable 
example of this sort of bad management. It was fifteen years ago 
today that Hanlon fought twenty rounds to a draw with Young 
Corbett, then the featherweight champion of the world, in San 
Francisco, The Californian was a mere schoolboy, sixteen years old, 
when he met the leader-of the featherweight division, a fighter of 
long experience who had won premier honors by whipping ‘‘Ter- 
rible Terry’ McGovern, That a mere lad, a novice at the game, 
could hold his own in a grilling twenty-round battle with such a 
fighter as Young Corbett was considered, and rightly, a remarkable 
showing. Had some good man taken hold of Hanlon at that time he 
would almost certainly have become the world's lightweight cham- 
pion. Late In the same year, 1908, they fought again, and this time 
the Denverite had it all his own way, ‘Hanlon, who had never been 
knocked down during his RurRtRANni ring career, was completely at 
Young Corbett’s mercy, Eddie's seconds begged him to quit, but he 
would have been killed rather than do that, and the slaughter went 
on until the sixteenth round. Hanlon was then unable to defend 
himself, and Young Corbett, pitying his game foe, begged Eddie 
Graney, the referee, to stop it. Still feebly protesting, Hanlon was 
toreea to quit, and Corbett was declared vietor. Two years later 
they fought again, and Hanlon won the decision in 20 rounds

Time To Act. ; 
Occurrances in the local police 
court make it apparent beyond 
doubt that Provincial legislation 
alone cannot prohibit the sale of 
liquor, and that the misrepresent- 
ed order-in-council of the Do- 
minion Government has done 
nothing to stop the traffic. If, as 
proclaimed, the Dominion authori- 
ties have any intention of stopping 
the manufacture of liquor in 
Canada, and the shipment of 
liquor into prohibition provinces, 
the sooner it is done the better. 


A Mistaken Notion. 

The Journal, a few days ago, 
commenting on the treaty recently 
signed between the United States 
and Great Britain, which permits 
the drafting of citizens of either 
country who are resident in the 
other, made the ungenerous sug- 
gestion that Americans of mili- 
tary age living in Canada have 
been shirking their duty and 
‘waiting around to step into the 
positions vacated by Canadians 
when the latter are drafted.’’ It 
says: ‘‘ Americans living in Canada 
have been under order to report 
to their own consular agents with 
the idea of being made available 
for service in the American army.’’ 
This is a misconception under 
which parties other than the 
Journal may have been laboring. 
The United States Consul in Ed- 
monton informs The Bulletin that 
Americans living in Canada have 
not up to the present time been 
ordered to report to their consular 
agents with the idea of making 
themselves available for service in 
the United States army. When the 
Act was passed last spring order- 
ing the registration of all United 
States citizens between the ages of 
twenty and thirty-one it was not 
clear whether the provisions of 
this Act applied to United States 
citizens of military age residing in 
Canada. Consular agents 
United States in Canada communi- 
cated with their Goveiiment on 
the matter, and it was finally ruled 
that the ‘‘privilege’’ of registra 
tion be extended to Americans of 
inilitary age living in this coun- 
try. But registration was not made 
compulsory so far as they were 
concerned, There later developed 
uncertainty as to whether, when 
called, the .American resident in 
Canada could have his physical 
examination made in Canada, or 
whether it was necessary for him 
to return to the United States, A 
ruling was finally given that made 
it possible for men drafted in 
Canada to be examined by physi- 
tians appointed by consular of- 
eers, The consular agent at Ed- 
monton further informs 
Bulletin that he has been con- 
antly in receipt of communica- 
ons from American citizens liv- 
g in this district asking for infor- 
ation regarding their responsi- 
lity in the matter, which indi- 
tes anything but lack of willing-

The Plebiscite. 


The City Council have decided 
to submit to the electors the duty 
of deciding whether the stand tak- 
en by the council with respect to 
the fire department has been sat- 
isfactory. The advisability of the 
stand taken is to be judged by 
the results it has produced. The 
plebiscite in effect, therefore, calls 
upon those who are satisfied with 
the present fire protection service, 
and wish to have it continued, to 
vote in the affirmative; those who 
are not satisfied with the service 
to vote ‘‘no.”’ 


A Startling Proposal. 

Among the amendments which 
the city council is asking the 
Legislature to append to the city 
charter is the foliowing: 


“The council may, without the con- 
sent of the burgesses, pass bylaws for 
making agreements with the holder 
or holders of any debenture or de- 
bentures or other security or securi- 
tles for the payment of money or the 
extending of time for the payment of 
the whole or any part of the moneys 
payable thereunder in all respects, up- 
on such terms and conditions and in 
such® manner as shall be set forth in 
such bylaw, and may increase or de- 
crease the rate of interest therein 
specified and make the same payable 
at different times and places and may 
allow discounts and bonuses to such 
holders. (2) And for the purpose 
aforesaid may by any such by- 
law or bylaws appoint such agent or 
agents as may be expedient and dele- 
gate to him or them such power or 
authority as shall in such bylaw be 


may provide for the issue of new se- 
curities or for the endorsement of the 
new terms of payment and other con- 
ditions upon the present securities. (5) 
Every agreement so made and all rates 
and taxes imposed for the purpose of 
carrying oui the same shall be valid 
and binding on the city and the rate- 
payers thereof and shall not be open 
to question in any court.” 

This proposal is one regarding 
which the taxpayers are entitled 
to some very clear explanation, and 
an unequivocal declaration of in- 
tent on the part of the council. It 
is not sufficiently described as a 
proposal to put into the hands of | 
the council broad and un-heard-of | 
powers to increase the city’s debt. 
It seemingly goes the limit, both | 
in empowering the council to in- | 
crease our debt obligations and 
in sweeping away the ordinary 
legal means by which the taxpay- 
ers might protect themselves 
from the consequences of an un- 
just exercise of that power. While 
designed for use, by the present 
council, it is general legislation 
and would be-treable® by fittire 
councils. The immediate occasion 
jis to provide means of deferring 
payment of obligations falling due 
this year, But there is nothing to 
jsuggest that it would not be 
| equally available in respect of ob- 
| ligations falling due in every other 
year, or that ultimately it could 
|not be made operative in respect | 
\10 the whole of our outstanding ob- 
ligations—some thirty odd mil- 
lions of dollars. And by clause 2, 
the council propose apparently to 
|take power to appoint fiscal 
) agents and make them go-betweens 
'for carrying on the negotiations

out alarm, In a nut-shell, the para- 
graph quoted empowers the coun- 
cil to make a deal with each and 
every holder of a city debenture, 
to give ‘him in exchange for his 
present holdings new securities 
bearing any rate of interest that 
the bondholder may demand, and 
to present him with any amount of 
cash or of additional securities by

MONTREAL FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The city of Montreal recently ap- 
pointed a Bureau of Research whose 
duty it was to examine into tho de-! 
tails of civic administration, Their 
report is published in the Montreal 
Star. The bureau had criticized the 
Hoxes department very severely. Of 
ts report on the fire department the 
Star says: 

“The only fault the Bureau finds 
is in the selection of chief by wire 
pulling as would be the case now 
were Chief Tremblay to quit. The 
Bureau recommends that the char- 
ter be amended so as to provide that 
all future promotions to the rank 
of chief shall be maue only as a re- 
sult of a competitive civil service 
examination, and that this exi:mina- 
tion be open to district and deputy 
calefs, Provisions should further

SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE DIRECTORS OF THE 


CANADA NATIONAL FIRE INSURANCE COMPANY 


TO THE SHAREHOLDERS: 


Your Directors have pleasure in submitting for your consideration their 
Seventh Annual Report of the Company's affairs, also the Statement of 
Assets and Liabilities, and Revenue and Expense Accounts for the year 
ended December 81st, 1917, duly certified by the Company's Auditors. 


The year 1917 opened up with practically the same conditions prevailing 
throuhguot the country as were experiepced in the previous year. While 
the Dominion was enjoying a large measure of prosperity, due to bountiful 
crops and abnormally high prices, and the industrial life of our country was 
unusually active, being greatly stimulated by the war, yet the flourishing 
conditions in general business which maintained prior to the war, had not 
been restored to any great extent in some of our leading industries, 

Take for example, building operations which were proceeding a few 
years ago on such a lurge scale. While there has naturally been a certain 
amount of building going on In the ordinary course of events, the proportion, 
as compared with that of (say) four or five years ago, Is relatively very 
small. 

It is well for the shareholders to keep this point in mind when reviewing 
the progress made by this Company, as new buildings constitute a valuable 
and important source of business for a Fire Insurance Company. 6 

Our Company had just got nicely started in business when war broke 
out, accompanied by a general business and financial depression, and a 
decided falling-off in building operations, resulting in a greatly decreased | 
volume of fire insurance, as compared with that available in normal times. 
In view of this situation, it will be interesting to review the amount of fire 
insurance written by this Company during the last four years:

While it is difficult to predict at this early date what will be the results 
of the present year's operations, your Directors confidently expect that the 
record of the last few years as regards business written, will be fully main- 
tained and possibly excelled. 


The premiums on the gross insurance written in 1917 amounted to 
$240,824.04, while re-insurance premiums were $82,884.27. The gross amount 
of insurance in force at December 31st, 1917, was $31,076,730.00, the pre- 
miums thereon amounting to $431,604.36. 

Total amount of re-insurance in force at the same date was $8,384,803.00, 
on which the premiums amounted to $108,204.20. The net amount. of 
insurance in force at the close of the year was $22,691,987.00, on which the 
premiums amounted to $323,400.16. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the aggregate fire losses In Canada and 
the United States were unusually high in 1917, the losses in Canada, exclusive 
of the Halifax disaster, being about $1,000,000.00 more than in the previous 
year, the fire loss ratio of this Company was 56.65 per cent. as compared 
with 67.18 per cent. in 1916. 

This is a very gratifying feature of the year's operations, and indicates 
unusual care exercised by the Underwriting Department of the Company. | 
It is generally understood that war conditions have a material bearing and} 
influence on the number of fires which have occurred during the past three 
years or more, and special precautions have been taken to counteract this 
as far as possible, 

Regarding the Company's 


investments, it will be noted that they 
consist very largely of first mortgages on improved real estate; this item 
amounting to $1,625,236.20, an increase of $180,872.03 over the previous year. 
Considering the abnormal times due to the war and other causes, the pay- 
ment of interest and principal have been reasonably well met. With the 
margin of security with respect to our mortgage loans, it is not anticipated 
that the Company will sustain any loss either on our loans or on properties 
foreclosed by the Company. 
With the view, however, 
of possible depreciation in 


of providing for any contingencies arising out 
mortgages, stocks and other securities of the | 
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Company, your Directors have deemed it advisable, and in the best Interests 
of the Company, to create a Contingent Reserve Fund, and have, accordingly, 
ect aside to this Fund, the sum of $75,000.00, 

In the matter of Stocks, Bonds and Debentures, these amounted to 
$164,906.11, Including some $76,000.00 paid on account of Dominion Govern- 
ment War Bonds. These investments are of a high order and yield a 
satisfactory rate of interest. 

During the year, the Company adhered to its policy of maintaining 
large cash reserves; the amount in banke and on hand at the end of the 
year belng $223,487.16. 

Dominion Government Reserve, which is the Reserve set aside for un- 
earned premiums, amounted to $124,626.92, Re-insurance premiums hel& 
on deposit amounted to $56,777.61, practically the same as last year, 

Profits from mortgage investments, stocks, bonds, debentures and other 
sources amounted to $148,206.98 an increase over the previous year of 
$4,022.87. Net fire premiums, after the usual deductions for cancellations, 
rebates and re-insurance, were $157,939.77, while the net fire losses amounted 
to $73,657.87, as compared with $117,671.07 for 1916, showing a substantial 
reduction of $43,913.20. 

The Expenses for the year showed a falling off of $5,774.58. It will 
probably be recalled that, in the last Annual Report, attention was. drawn 
to the fact that the Expense Ratlo in the Underwriting Department had 
then reached the low level of 32.80 per cent., which, for a young Company, 
was considered very satisfactory, Your Directors are doing all in their 
power to keep the expenses down as low as possible, 

Dividends on Capital Stock at the usual rate of six per cent. per annum, 
amounted to'$105,193.59, an Increase over last year of $5,957.69. During the 
year there was paid on account of Capital Stock $63,887.93, the paid-up 
Capital now amounting to $1,762,048.65. 

With respect to Surplus to Policyholders, this item now. stands at 
$2,000,017.06. The Shareholders will be pleased to learn that this Company 
still maintains the premier position among Canadian Fire Companies as 
regards Surplus to Policyholders, 

'n view of its strong financial standing, your Directors feel that this 
Company, being a purely Canadian one, should receive the Iberal support 
and patronage of the Canadian people, 

Due precaution has been taken in the selection of risks, as is evidenced 
by the low loss ratio maintained from year to year, notwithstanding the 
unusually large fire losses throughout the Dominion during the past four 


| years, 


While the war continues, it is unreasonable to expect the Company to 
make the material progress which might be anticipated in normal times, 
nevertheless, every possible effort will be put forth during the present 
year, and your Directors feel confident that If the Shareholders will con- 
tinue to extend their patronage and co-operation, as they have done in the 
past, the Company will experience another successful year, 

In this connection your Directors wish to cordially thank all those 
shareholders who have contributed to the success and progress of the 
Company, and can assure the Shareholders in general, that if they will 
only heartily co-operate with the Directors and the Management, they will 
render a great service to their own Company and contribute in no small 
measure, to its material welfare,

SERVICE LIST 


Men Registered Under Act Not 
Relieved by Non-delivery 
of Letters 


Ottawa, Feb. 25.—Word has been 
Teceived indicating that registered 
letters containing orders to some men 
under the Military Service Act to re- 
port for medical examination or for 
duty, or notifying them with regard 
to their cJaims for exemption are not 
being called for at the post offices. 
The impression apparently got abroad 
that if the men do not call for their 
mail they cannot be made liable for 
failure to obey the order, 

This impression, it is authoritatively 
stated, is quite incorrect, The regula- 
tions under the Military Service Act 
provide that if an order is not deliver- 
ed within seven days from its dispatch 
by the registrar, the result is that the 
man is automatically placed on active 
service and is an absentee without 
leave thereafter. 

Every man registered under the act 
is required to give his proper post 
office address and to notify the regis- 
trar of any change in it. 

The regulations in question were 
expressly framed to prevent the non- 


delivery of letters from relieving men} 


of the necessity of obeying any orders 
they might contain.
